1948 was $8,220 aa compared to ap­ 
proximately $17,000 secured through 
the probation office last year. Ac­ 
tivity of the probation officers in 
contacting parsons who had failed 
to completely pay fines and costs 
has accounted for the increased in­ 
come to the county from that source. 
The office has grown through the 
years, not only in the parole and 
probation field of work with indi­ 
vidual*. but in collections of funds. 
In the past two years the amount 
of annual collections has jumped 
from about $65,000 to about $80,000. 
At present the probation office 
is handling the collections disburse­ 
ments in connection with 180 sup­ 
port cases. About $70,000 per year is 
received in support payments to ba 
forwarded to the wives or children. 
Works With Probationers 
In addition to his duties in con­ 
nection 
with 
the support cases, 
which also ‘ wolves efforts to re­ 
unite the couples, the probation of­ 
ficer has 75 adults on probation or 
parole. The work there includes, be­ 
side* handling, rn many cases, the 
payment of fines on the "time-pay­ 
ment” plan, personal visits and “fol­ 
low-up" investigations. Similar work 
is also carried out in connection 
with the 41 Juveniles currently under 
supervision of the probation officer.

Change Subscription Rate 


Effective March I the subscription rate of The Gettysburg Times 
will be increased by approximately one-half cent per copy for 
yearly subscription. This increase is made necessary because of the 
steadily increasing cost of newsprint, postage and other materials 
essential in the publication of a newspaper. 
The Gettysburg Times has always been one of the few papers 
in the state with the lowest subscription rate. Most dailies in the 
country sell for three and four times more than The Times. An 
increase in the subscription price of The Times was warranted 
several years ago when the price of newsprint was almost doubled. 
However, The Times withheld raising its rate hoping for an ad­ 
justment in the cost of materials, which, unfortunately, never 
developed. 
The new rate is slightly higher than the old rate which has been 
in effect for more than IO years. It will be 70c per month; $1.40 for 
two months; $2.00 for three months; $4.00 for six months and 
$7.50 per year. The old rate was $6.00 per year. Single copies will 
be five cent each.

CAN'T EXEMPT 
AMISH CHILDREN 


HARRISBURG Ut) — Th* State 
Justice Department ruled friday 
that it has no authority to exempt 
Amish children from compliance 
with tl?e state’s compulsory school 
attendance law. 
The ruling was made in a letter 
from Atty. Gen. Robert E. Wood­ 
side to Gov. John S. Fine. The 
governor was asked last Septem­ 
ber to permit Amish children to 
leave public schools for home and 
farm work at an early age. 
"We are convinced that the su­ 
perintendent of publle instruction 
has no power by regulation or 
otherwise to issue a work permit 
solely on the basis that a child is 
from an Amish or Mennonite fam­ 
ily," Woodside said In the opinion. 
The Amish group had asked for 
special regulations to permit Amish 
children to leave school at age 14. 
Under present state law a child 
may quit school at 17. He or she 
can leave at 16 for an lawful em­ 
ployment if a work permit is ob­ 
tained from the school board. 
At 15, the pupil may leave school 
for farm work or domestic service 
in a private home under a work 
permit. A 14-year old child can 
quit for farm or domestic work lf 
he or she has completed the ele- 
! mentary school in the district. 
In rural areas the elementary 
course usually runs eight grades. 


Senate Votes Resolution 


Condemning Red Prosecution 


By JACK BELL 
WASHINGTON (JWThe Senate’s 
79-0 vote for a resolution condemn­ 
ing Russian persecution of Jewish 
and other minorities points toward 
similar overwhelming support for 
President Eisenhower’s denuncia­ 
tion of the Soviet’s “subjugation of 
free peoples." 
The Senate was as unanimous 
as it ever gets in formally criti­ 
cising "the vicious and inhuman" 
persecutions by Russia and its 
satellites of ethnic and religious 
groups. 
Fifteen of 17 absent senators 
sent word they would have voted 
for the resolution, leaving only 
Senators Cordon (R-Ore) and Jen- 
ner (R-Ind) not officially recorded.

the Ukraine, in Balkan and Baltic 
states; and the "increasing perse­ 


cution" of the Jews.

Ben. Douglas (D-Ill) told the Sen­ 
ate before it acted that Russia's 
anti-Semitic campaign was direct­ 
ed at "winning over the Arab 
states" and gaining access "to the 
oil of the Near and Middle East." 
“Horrified The World" 
Chairman Wiley (R-Wis) of the 
foreign relations committee said 
the Russian actions have "horri­ 
fied the entire civilized world." 
Originally directed only at Rus­ 
sian persecution of the Jews, the 
resolution was broadened at the 
suggestion of the State Department 
to include other groups as part of 
the administration's war of nerves 
against the Communists. 
Sen. Taft of Ohio, the Repub­ 
lican leader, said he believes the 
Senate will give speedy and over­ 
whelming approval next week to a 
resolution condemning Soviet vio­ 
lations of World War n agree­ 
ments "which have been perverted 
to bring about the subjugation of 
free peoples.” It also expresses 
hope for liberation of Iron Curtain 
nations. 
The House Foreign Affairs Com­ 
mittee unanimously approved the 
resolution yesterday In the exact 
form in which it was submitted 
to Congress by President Eisen­ 
hower. It will be ready for House 
action next week. 


MSA TRIES TO 
CUT RED TRADE 


WASHINGTON UPI — The Mutual 
Security Administration says it has 
acted to keep ships from getting 
into the Red China trade after 
MSA pays their way to the Far 
East. 
An MSA official said the ships 
affected by this squeeze on Com­ 
munist bloc commerce would be 
principally those flying Western 
European flags and hauling MSA- 
financed fertilizer and other cargo 
from European ports to Formosa. 
Such a trip, he estimated, is worth 
$90,000 to $100,000 in transportation 
^ees. 
An MSA rule announced yester­ 
day requires ships to agree not 
to touch at Red Chinese. Siberian 
or Russian satellite ports in Europe 
for 60 days after discharging car­ 
go at the Nationalist Chinese is­ 
land. 
Arthur G 
Syran, 
director of 
transportation for MSA, said the 
60-day period was adopted because 
that was long enough to make it 
unprofitable for a ship to wait out 
the specified time. 
Enforcement is provided by hold­ 
ing back 25 per cent of the trans­ 
portation fee for MSA cargo until 
it is evident the ship is not going 
into the Red trade.

First Thought Is Of God 
Millions of Americans, witnessing

That simple prayer did more to 
thwart the spread of atheistic com­ 
munism and advance the cause of 
peace than guns, planes and ships 
will ever accomplish.

The 
iron curtain is more than a political 
or ideological barrier; it is the line 
of demarcation between the mobi­ 
lized forces of godlessness and the 
defenders of Christianity. 
Reds Oppose Religion 
The plain truth is that the issue 
of right and wrong confronts us on 
a gigantic scale, and we must face 
it. The Kremlin, as the writer has 
stated many times in these columns, 
never has made any secret of its 
intention to destroy religion. Lenin 
called religion “the opiate of the 
people”; and the men now in the 
Kremlin have declared that “re­ 
ligion, whatever garb it may assume, 
is essentially hostile to communism 
And we find this philosophy being 
translated into action throughout 
Russia and her satellites. Religion 
is being crushed. Catholic, Protes­ 
tants and Jews are hounded, tor­ 
tured and muidered. It is a monu­ 
mental malignancy that can neither 
be ignored nor minimized. It is, 
therefore, incumbent upon us to be 
true to ourselves and steadfast in 
our faith. 
We should be profundly thankful 
that our President has made faith 
in God a cornerstone of public 
policy; that he has set for us the 
excellent example of faith in prayer, 
and of making practical application 
of religion in our daily lives and 
in the conduct of our government. 
God Placed First 
Permit me to add that the con­ 
sensus of spokesmen for Protestants, 
Catholics and Jews alike, coincides 
with the foregoing observations. The 
dominant thought is that peace at 
home and abroad will become a 
reality if all Americans will follow 
the example of our President in 
turning to God for Divine guidance; 
that God in the White House can do 
what our wealth, our stockpile of 
atomic weapon* and our diplomat* 
can never do; that Dwight David 
Eisenhower has done and will con­ 
tinue to do many great things, but 
none will ever be so great a* the 
day he humbly bowed his head in 
prayer and placed God first in 
the administration his high office.
